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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 250 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 250 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
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Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as 
to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then narrow language. The 
Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a question or doubt as to 
whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely exemplary of the 
remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of the 
claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewa/d, 131 USPQ 74 
(Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 86 
USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 1 recites the broad recitation 
an electric machine, and the claim also recites in particular a three-phase generator 
which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the at least three parallel wound winding wires" in 
lines 7-8. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 . Claims 1 -6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 

Boyd, Jr. (U. S. Pat. No. 4, 528, 485) in view of Ewing et al. (U. S. Pat. No. 5, 625, 241). 

Boyd, Jr. discloses an electric machine, with a winding packet (figure 2) that can 

be penetrated by a rotating magnetic field, wherein 
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a number of windings (e.g. S2A, S2B, S2C) of the winding packet (S2) are 
respectively connected together into at least one phase (T2) at which a voltage can be 
tapped, and the windings are comprised of 

a number of parallel wound winding wires (column 8, lines 18 to 41), 
characterized in that out of at least three parallel wound winding wires of a phase (e.g. 
S2A, S2B, S2C), at least two (S2A and column 8, lines 36-39) are connected to 
separate phase terminals (12) at each of which a partial voltage (12) can be tapped; and 
that 

the windings of a phase (e.g. S2A, S2B, S2C) can be connected in series in 
order to tap a total voltage (T2) that is made up of the partial voltages (12); and that 

the windings are constituted by a common conductor bundle; and that 

the windings constitute a main winding (S2B and S2C) and the windings 
constitute an auxiliary winding (S2A); and that 

the auxiliary windings have at least one winding wire. However, Boyd, Jr. do not 
disclose that the main windings have at least two parallel connected winding wires. 

Ewing et al. discloses that in a generator or motor, the main windings have at 
least two parallel connected winding wires (figure 10), for the purpose of showing 
alternate winding connections, to provide for different connection alternatives of the 
embodiment. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to modify the 
electric machine of Boyd, Jr. and provide it with a generator or motor, the main windings 
have at least two parallel connected winding wires as disclosed by Ewing et al., for the 
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purpose of showing alternate winding connections, to provide for different connection 
alternatives of the embodiment.
